Mr. President and Gentlemrn;—1 am 
(|iilte sure that little is expected of me 
on this occasion beyond some "feeble 
remarks ” IVrsonal pride conspires with 
patriotism (o make you expert In that 
early American 
history which reflects 
.«nch honor upon your ance.stors. .As to 
attempting to give you any Information 
rcKardiiiB It—well, a.s the Scotch beadle 
said when asKed If he understood the 
domlule. ■ '! wad na hae the pvesump- 
llmi." 
V«i I iipiireelate Ihe honor of addres.sing 
’ nil. Von will allow me, I am sure, to 
sp.-ak well of your ancestors, tlioiiKli I 
inyseif bii\e none to speak of. Consider­ 
ing myselt as a sad ca.se of Atavism. I 
liiM-e iie...n.iie<l to investigate niy ances- 
ti ' Irst I :-liould lose hopi‘. f only claim 
tli.a. in a Keiieral way, 1 am an Adámese, 
iim a doK may wag bis tail at a king, 
and iierhaiis bii credited for ha\-|ng sense 
. .imiKh to do so. 
it would be plea.santer to me and no 
fioubt agreeable to yon, gentlemen, were 
I to rcl'.earse the streniious deeds of your 
ancestors. This 1 had thnnght to do, but 
It occurred to me that I should bo un- 
;ildo to ineliide them all hi an liour, am} 
I feared by omission to awaken those jeal­ 
ousies Whii li are the bane of a society 
like thi.s. 
I was therefore glad of the suggestion 
of your worthy governor that I speak of 
the two-fold debt that rests upon men 
like yourselves: a debt to the past and 
lo the future, to those wdio ha\'e iyme be­ 
tör»; us and to those who are to como 
.liter us. 
W’e dishonor the noble dead 
unless we live nobly. 
If I speak oni.v of the men of early New' 
ICngland I do not forget that there wero 
other colonists wdio bore a noble part in 
colonial warfare and came with equal 
zeal Into the strenuous battling of the 
revolution. But there are three consider­ 
ations which combine to thus limit my 
theme: 
l-'lrst, the colonial wars were fought 
( hleily by New England men. !f this be 
their glory, it Is not equally the reproach 
of the other colonlst.s. These were hln- 
(ler<d from large partleipatioii by causes 
not wholly to theis discredit. 
Second. I observe as I scan the red book 
uf the soi-lety that nearly all your mem- 
lii'rs claim New England descent. I con- 
te.'f that 
I was a bit startled lo find 
yoiir worthy governor s.-t down as a de­ 
f e n d a n t o[ a noble Virginian. Hut later 
Oh I learned that he has more than one 
li'K to stand on. for is he not also heir 
to the glory of Phlneas I’pham, u hero 
of the great swamp tight".’ I consider, 
then, that I may here speak as a Yankee 
and yet be ""solid"" with Oovernor T rum ­ 
bull: an important matter, in view of 
my dependence upon him for my return 
to my home in peade. 
Third—-And—I 
will not nay "finally," 
lest it strike you as the sign of a preach­ 
er's beginning—it is only a truism to say 
that from New England have come In 
notable degree the formative intluences 
of .Mneriean history. From the pattern 
of the Constitution to the sober colors of 
ina.scullne garb and the Roundhead crop­ 
ping of the masculine hair, we are debt­ 
ors tu the Pilgrims. 
A’oii will not chide me then If I speak 
of the Pilgrims of New Kiigland. To 
praise them is a filial and a grateful 
ta.sk. But the memory of their faults 
torbldi us to idollic them. A'o may well

Indeed, 
as a safeguard of our modern slate? 
Consider, too, tlielr necessity. We must

foes. They conId not hope to face at 
once the .savages of one continent and 
(fthe .beUlamites of another. 
The Pilgrim treatm ent ol the QuaJdrs 
Is defen.siblc.

In making up the verdict. The procedure 
was monstrous.

The Quaker name suggests to ns 
the sweet, saintly faces, the meek genlie- 
ne.ss of the Friends whom we love to see.

Hnt siicn «-ere 
not the (.¿uakers of the colonial day.s.

insane,'

calls them. "-V peo(ile more imendurahle 
to any government never lived. " says 
.Mackenzie. Says another historian : "The 
Quaker of colonial Massachusetts wa.-j 
a monomaniac, open neither to reason nor 
suasion. He lived in a delirious antagon­ 
ism to other men. Ho liad visions and 
dreams that lifted him above all law."

Washington, Oct. 20.—The final pro­ 
tocol closing the negotiations at Peking 
between the Chinese plenipotentiaries 
anti the representatives of the powers, 
as submitted by Special Commissioner 
Roclchill to the state department, is a 
long document consisting of 12 distinct 
articles. In general terms these recite 
the measures taken by China to satisfy 
the powers for the Boxer outbreak and 
the assassination ot the German minis­ 
ter, such as the dispatch of the embassy 
to Germany, the promise to erect a 
monument to the memory of Von Ket- 
teler, and a memorial areli (wort; upon 
which has already begun), and tho in­ 
fliction of various punishments upon 
the Chinese officials who were charac­ 
terized as the principal authors ot’ the 
outrages and crimes committed against 
the foreign governments. 
Characteristic Chinese methods ap­ 
pear in the posthumous degradation of 
ofliciAls and the rehabilitation of the 
memory of others who prtestod against 
the outrageous breaches of interna­ 
tional la\y and were therefore put to 
death.

age this year is 9,500 acres, as compared 
with 4,200 acres last year. 
The tests 
are showing about the sam e results as 
last season, a trifle lower in sugar con­ 
to rt and purity, if any differene», run­ 
ning from 14 to 22 per cent, sugar, an 
average of between 16 and 17 per cent. 
This season was not so favorable for 
getting a stand as last, but in other 
respects it w as fully as good. 
Obser­ 
vations made in the hailed out districts 
show th a t the effect w as a slight re­ 
duction in tonnage and probably a little 
lower in sugar content, but it is fully 
dem onstrated that hail 
hurts a beet 
crop less than any other crop raised in 
the valley.—(M anzanola Sun. 


BIG MONEY IX HOGS.—This m orn­ 
ing J. F. O utt and son sold 26 head of 
hogs, receiving for the sam e $291.91. This 
lot of pork has a history which would 
be a valuable lesson to the farm ers. As 
small pigs they were carried through 
the m onths of A ugust, September and 
October, 1900, on refuse 
cantaloupes; 
from N ovember of the sam e year until 
April they were fed upon alfalfa hay 
w ith one ear of corn a day to 
each 
shoat, when they were turned into a l­ 
falfa pasture w ithout other feed until 
A ugust 20, when they were oncc more 
placed upon cantaloupe rations, from 
which they were m arketed this m orn­ 
ing for the above price. Whi n it is con­ 
sidered th a t the cantaloupes were refuse 
article representing np value, the profits 
in this transaction can be easily esti­ 
m ated.—(Fowler Tribune.

Chains are fastened to hooks on either 
side of the wagon bed, the side bolts are

'.her. lowers the platform to aa ¿ingle of 
45 degrees, dum ping the entire load in­ 
stantly into the chute over the car be­ 
fore the horses have time to get their 
curiosity aroused. The whole operation 
of weighing and unloading under this 
system does not require more than five 
minutes. 
The shipm ents of beets from Lam ar 
at present average four carloads a day, 
and from the whole county the daily 
shipm ents am ount to about 12 cars. The 
beet sugar company has a perfect 
method of handling the harvested crop. 
Each grow er is notified a week in ad ­ 
vance to ship a specified am ount of 
beets on a certain date, and his ship­ 
ment will be received only a t th a t time.

ready on the date fixed by the company, 
he must w ait until a new date is given 
him.

It consists of a shed-like roof over 
the new sump, the slope being tow ard 
the east, tier after tier of boards ex­ 
tending the whole length, and over 
which the w ater 
is poured 
from a 
trough a t the top which is kept full by 
means of a large pumping ap p aratu s at 
the south end. The engine keeps w ork­ 
ing aw ay unceasingly, the w arm w ater 
th a t flows into the sum p being hoisted 
into the trough for distribution, it cool­ 
ing as it falls over the 
cataract of 
steps. 
A vast q u antity of w ater is used for 
cooling purposes around the b last fu r­ 
naces, and form erly it w as let escape 
through an underground pipe after use, 
while now it is returned to the sump, 
cooled and used over and over again, 
the only w aste being through the un­ 
avoidable process of evaporation. Thus 
the energy of the reservoirs for the steel 
works are not taxed as formerly, which 
is quite an Item a t thin time. 
F o r a 
simple, practical im provement the w a­ 
ter cooler is a big success.—(Pueblo 
Indicator.

ADMIRAL SCHLEY 


ON THE STAND 


By Associated Press. 


Washington, Oct. 24.—Every availa- 
ble unreserved seat In the la.rge room 
In the gunner's workshop at tho navy 
yard, where the Schley court of In- 
quiry Is sitting, was occupied half an 
hour today before the court was called 
to order at 11 o'clock. The announce- 
ment of the approaching close of the 
case 
and 
of the 
possibility that 


Admiral Schley would take the wit- 
ness stand during the day, had the ef- 
fect of Increasing the public interest 
and bringing to the court room a larger 
number of persons than could be con- 
veniently accommodated 
nnd a far 


larger number than could hear the pro- 
ceedings. When the session begun a 
number of yesterday's witnesses were 
recalled as usual for the correction of 
testimony, nnd after they had con- 
cluded Lieutenant Commander Charles 
H. Harlow continued . his testimony. 
He had concluded his 
statement in 


chief when the court' adjourned'yes- 
terday and he was Immediately taken in 
hand today by Captain Lemly for cross- 
examlnatlbn. This was devoted princi- 
pally to the notes taken by Mr. Har- 
low of the battle of July 3 from the 
Vixen's. deck, but was not very ex- 
tended. 
After Commander Harlow, 


Rear Admiral Barker and Captain C. 
H. Borden of the marines, were intro- 
duced to testify to Incidents of the 
Cuban campaign. Captain Charles 33. 
Clark, whose record on the Oregon dur- 
ing the campaign of '98 Is the boast of 
every American citizen, was called as 
the third witness of the day, and the 
last witness In Admiral Schley's behalf 
to be heard before the admiral himself 
should come on. 


Captain Clark's'examlnntion In chief 


occupied 15 minutes and at 10 minutes 
to 1 o'clock Mr. Hanna began the cross- 
examination. 


Captain Clark was then excused and 
Rear Admiral Schley was called to the 
stand at 2:06 p. m. 


There was a flutter 
of excitement 


when the name of the rear admiral was 
called. When he took the stand after 
giving his name and rank, he was re- 
quested by Mr. Rayner to relate hia 
conduct of the campaign In narrative 
form. He began by relating the par- 
ticulars of his taking command of the 
flying squadron at Hampton Roads, 
•where, he said, "the general plan of 
campaign was thrashed out." 
He said that the captains 
of his 
squadron had diversified views and he 
resolved to take the helm himself. The 
question of torpedoes in the fleet was 
early discussed, and he decided the 
manner In which they should be cared 
for. Continuing, he said: 
"I put.the squadron immediately upon 
a war footing, established the matter of 
pickets and patrols, and also the mask- 
ing of lights which were under inspec- 


. tlon on several occasions to ascertain 


how effective and complete It was. At 
first, there was a little fault 
found. 
Later, I am glad to say, the masking 
was absolutely complete so that It wus 
Impossible, when,the ships were under 
way, In the column or line of battle 
to distinguish any one at more than or- 
dinary distance from It." 
He had. he said, explained it would 
be impossible to arrange a'i£eneral plan 
of battle, but he had explained to his 
commanders that in a general way, It 
was his idea "to attack tlW'head and 
leading ship of the enemy attacking us, 
and concentrate the fire upon her. 


"My reason for this,", he continued, 
"was two fold, the first being the moral 
effect upon the enemy, and the second 
the confusion it would create. The 
older plans for naval attack were to 
attack the center or rear of an enemy's 
fleet, which would result In the escape 
of some of. the enemy's vessels. I felt 
that if-we got the head we would get? 
the whole. I think this plan was vindi- 
cated by the result of the battle some 
six weeks or two months later," he said, 
concluding this point. 
He then related the details of the 
cruise to Key West and his meeting 
there with Admiral Sampson. "The ad- 
miral was very much worried," he sold, 
"and necessarily so because his respon- 
sibility had been great. He showed me 
a number of orders, one of which was 
for a division of the two squadrons, 
one to take the north, and the other the 
south coast of Cuba, and he to have the 
preference. 
"I asked which he preferred and he 
expressed a preference for the Havana 
command. 
He told me 
confidentially 
that whichever command I should take 
I must remember not to attack heavily 
fortified places on the shore until the 
Spanish ships were disposed of. that we 
must not risk the ships until the Span- 
ish fleet was out of the way. 
"We discussed Cervera's probable des- 
tination. He said that his information 
was-that the orders of the Spanish 
squadron to reach Havana, or some 
point within railroad communication 
were Imperative and he believed that 
Clenfuegos would be the point us. that 
came under the 
acceptation of 
the 


order more directly. We looked over 
maps, and I must .say that I agreed with 
him. I could not imagine that anyone 
who had studied the military situation 
of the island would have'supposed that 
Santiago would have fulfilled any of 
the conditions of his instructions. We 
had quite a talk together. I told him 
that I had been ordered to report for 
duty to Admiral Remey which I Imag- 
ined necessarily meant himself, and that 
I wanted to assure him at the outset 
that I should -be loyal, absolutely and 
unreservedly, to the cause we were both 
representing. Captain Chadwick, who 
was present, I don't remember whether 
all the time or not, said, 'Of course, 
commodore, anyone who has 
known 
your character would know that it 
would be impossible for you to be other- 
wise than loyal.' 
"I asked the admiral If there had 


been established any means of commu- 
nication with the insurgents; whether 
there were pilots or whether any local- 
ity was known where they were to be 
found. He told me that he did not know 
fcut that when he got the situation bet- 
ter in hand he would communicate with 
roe and that he thought that It would 
tie better for me to proceed to the block- 
ade of, Cienfuegos as soon as possible. 
I said: 'Very well.' I was very glad, 
of course, to go anywhere: That ter- 
minated our conversation except so far 
as It related to complimentary allusions, 
•f such a visit." 
The admiral said that he then left 
the New York and went on board his 
own flagship, in order to hasten the 
operation of coaling. Later the Algon- 
quin came out with an order from the 
secretary pf the navy to Commodore 
Remey, directing the witness to proceed 
to Havana. 
Admiral Sohley said he signaled Ad- 
miral Sampson and the latter said he 
understood that his (Sampson's) coming 
to Key West modified his (Schley's) 
orders and Instructing htm to carry out 
the plan agreed upon. The admiral then 
described the coaling of his squadron 
which he said was a more tedious task 
than it became later. He told of the 
amount of coal his ships had, and said 
that between 7 and 8 o'clock on the 
morning of the 19th, he sailed for Clen- 
f uegopv

Relating the particulars of his meet- 


ing with Captain Chester of the Cincin- 
nati, he said that the captain was anx- 
ious to join the flying squadron.

The 
captain had suggested one or two banks 
on the Cuban coast at which he thought 
coaling would be possible. 'Still it was 
problematical as It would depend upon 
the weather and the sea. 


After Chester left the admiral •, said 


the squadron had continued its voy- 
age toward Cienfuegos, where it ar- 
rived on the night of May 21. 


Toward sundown that evening I was 


standing on the bridge when we were 
30 or 40 miles out, 1 heard six or seven 
guns fired with the cadence of a sa- 
lute. The report was so distinct that 
officers on deck spoke of it." 


The next day on the early morning, 


the fleet had steamed in and looked into 
the harbor, but It had been impossible 
to see in. 
'I never saw any smokestacks there," 


he said, "and I was a 
very 
close 


watcher from 7 or 8 o'clock in the morn- 
ing until 12 or 1 at night. Very few 
circumstances escaped me." 


Toward 9 o'clock of the 22nd. he said 


the Dupont brought to him the now 
celebrated "Dear Schley" letter. In 
obedience to this dispatch he had sent 
the Scorpion east to communicate with 
the scout boats about the Spaniards "as 
I was very doubtful of their being at 
Santiago, as I think the admiral was." 
He recalled the arrival ot the Iowa, 
but he did not recollect that It brought 
anything to him In the way of dis- 
patches. He did recall, however, that 
he had gotten letters, among others, 
one from his wife. 
Speaking of the 


blockade at Clenfuegos he said the line 
was three or four miles out. "It was 
closer at night than In the day time," 
he said, "and that was the rule always, 
both at Clenfuegos and Santiago. 


"I believed at that time," said he, 


from the sound of the firing and the 
conversation I had had with Admiral 
Sampson that 
that squadron was In 


Clenfuegos. The lino of formation was 
kept ready for any emergency and was 
never abandoned. During the day we 
feigned a little disorder in hopes that j 
we might invite those people out. We | 
knew there would be difficulty In get- I 
ting in as the flagship was of great I 
drafjght us were most of 
the other; 


ships. The channel was very crooked 
and our only wish was that they might 
come out.

"He handed me the dispatch. I think 


he did me an Injustice when he spoke 
of my speaking disrespectfully of Ad- 
miral Sampson.

I invariably spoke of him 
us Admiral Sampson and I do not recall 
one word of the conversation which he 
recites; not one word, and I recollect a 
good many 'things very well." 


The admiral then told of the arrival of 


the Hawk on the morning of May 23, 
bringing dispatch No. 8. This is the 
dispatch from Admiral Sampson which 
had brought the information that the 
Spanish fleet was probably at Santiago 
and in which Commodore Schley had 
been told that "If satisfied they were 
not at Cienfuegos to proceed with all 
dispatch to Santiago." In this dispatch 
was enclosed the McCalla memoranda, 
saying that a good landing place could 
be secured thirteen and a half miles 
west of Clenfuegos. 


"With regard to Commodore Hood's 


testimony concerning the delivery of 
those dispatches the admiral said he 
did not remember, "and," he went on, 
"I think I can show you by a memor- 
andum in the official government report 
that if he had any verbal orders he 
forgot to report them. This memoran- 
dum had run to the effect that Hood had 
said 'There are a good many officers 
here who do not believe the Spaniards 
are there.' 


"That," said the admiral, "goes to 


show that Hood was not very certain 
or that if he had the information, he 
did not deliver it to the commander-in- 
chief, which was an Indiscretion. He 
seems to have remembered a good deal 
that was said by me, but to have 
forgotten a good deal that he should 
have done." 


"The 
witness also told of the arrival 


of the British ship Adula and of his 
having that vessel boarded and his al- 
lowing it to proceed inside. He also told 
of the report which the Adula brought 


i to the effect that the Spanish fleet had 
I arrived and had later left Santiago, 
t which, he said, "lent color to his own 


belief at that time." • 


The witness stated that he had seen 


1 the signals on shore und explains his 


experience in this respect. He said the

Continuing, 
Admiral Schley 


i said:

"Not knowing whether or not there 


wore any insurgents to the west of 
this place; not having communicated 
to me any idea that there was a sys- 
tem of signals arranged with them, 
thcugh I asked the question, the with- 
drawal ot the squadron of Captain 
McCalla, and the failure of Lieutenant 
Southerland to give me the information 
was directly responsible for the delay 


, in communicating. To risk 
a boat 


] through surf, or a coast believed to 
' be occupied by the enemy, might have 


repeated Captain McCalla's experience. 
He found the coast was pretty well 
occupied. I saw cavalry on the coast 
once or twice. They appeared for a 
moment and then got out of sight. 
I thought to waste ammunition on a 
solitary cavalryman was like wasting 
big guns on sparrows. I wanted to save 
all the ammunition we had 
for use 
against the enemy's squadron, which I 
knew to be somewhere in the vicinity. 
I did everything that was possible 
during the time that we were there to 
maintain a blockade as contemplated. 
I did all the coaling that was piactica- 
blo or possible 
With the latter experi- 


ence of the A\UI, of let we got hold of 
collleis, that \\eie vuy much better 
lilted to legist a slunk, as well as to 
dejlver this coal rapidly—with that e«- 
peijeBoe I might have coaled on days 


ot worse weather. We had a great 
many accidents about which no. men-, 
tion has been made because they came 
after the period of time. One of the 
colliers had to go to New York abso-' 
lutely smashed In. The Merrlmac, hid 
several holes punched through her attd 
my impression now Is a portion of the 
upper works of the Sterling were in- 
jured in some way, but we managed, 
with more experience, to do a little bet-; 
ter than we did at first. There was al- 
ways at Clenfuego a rolling swell, and 
vessels with projecting sponsons or p'ro-: 
jectlng gun* were always In danger.; 
I recollect in one case, one of tho. six-- 
pound guns on the Brooklyn was-bent 
at an angle of 30 per cent, by coming 
In collision with one of these colliers. 
In other words the problem -presented 
to me at Cienfuegos," he said, "was 
one that had troubled the .navies of 
thr world throughout all time." 
He then spoke of the arrival of Cap-, 


tain McCalla on May 2-1, bringing Irifpr* 
rnatlon concerning the ' shbre* signals 
from the Cuban Insurgents. He said that 
when the captain came aboard he nslced 
"Have you seen any signals?'* 
• 
"I said, 'What do you mean?'. He 


then asked if I had seen three lights 
at night and three horses In the day- 
tlmei 
• 
' 
. . 
- . 
"I said I had seen the lights and.he 
said they were trying to communicate 
with you. I expressed surprise and askr 
ed who had made the arrangements. 
McCalla replied that he had dpne sd. 
I nsked why they had not neen com- 
municated to me, but that he did not 
know. 
I then told htm to .make a 
search of the shore, 
which he did, 


reporting that' the Spanish fleet were 
not there." 


This Information, the witness said, 


had been received about 4 p. in.. May 
24; and toward 6 o'clock the squadron 
formed a column and steamed toward 
Santiago. 
He said that the signals 


made by the fleet were not made un- 
til the fleet was 14 rnlles from Cien- 
fuegos, and could not have been seen. 


He then retold the details 
of 
the 


voyage. 
"It was a dirty night," he 
said, "with a lowering sky. I remember 
that when I looked out at the port 
hole 20 feet above, the npray came in 
freely. Of course this was not serious 
for big vessels, but It was 
for 
the 


smaller ones." 
He defended his course In keeping the 
vessels together—holding the faster ves- 
sels for the slower. "We proceeded 'as 
a unit," he said, " and I hold that to 
do otherwise would be unmilltary and 
unwise in changing base with a fleet 
I hold that useful auxiliaries, and aupr 
plies should never be abandoned except 
under the greatest necessity." 
Taking up the coaling question he said 


it was absolutely Impossible to. coal on 
May 25. 7'I watched 
the 
situation 


closely," he said, "and felt that I was 
more capable than any other man of 
judging the situation in that respect." 


On the 26th the weather was. still 


rough, especially In the morning. .-• He 
told 
also; 
of sending 
Commander 


Southerland away with the Eagle, and 
said that it was done because Sou.ther- 
lahd had signaled that he was danger- 
ously short of coal.

Referring to his - course in leaving 


Clenfuegos, he said it was laid so as 
to give him thtt widest horizon* 
,"My course projected,".lie said, ''would 
have carried me-to China if there had 
been no Islands in the way." He spoke 
of the necessity of acting upon his own 
responsibility—of having to acf without 
having any private information from 
Havana. 
"Therefore." he said, "I had 


to do a good deal from guess work. 
Sometimes I was right and sometimes 
wrong." 


Admiral Schley then told 'of meeting 


the dispatch boats St. Paul, Minneap- 
olis and Yale. 


He said at that time there was a 


heavy sea. 
He remembered Captain 


Cook saying to him on the passage over 
that he had never seen more motion 
on the Brooklyn and that some of the 
youngsters were 
seasick- 
'. "Captain 


SiKsbee came on board," continued the 
witness, "and I think my recollection 
is almost vivid enough to describe hjs 
dress, 


"i recollect distinctly that he had on 
rubber boots and an old blockading cap 
which we all wore, more or less; a heavy 
blouse suit. I met him at the gang- 
way. I was very glad to see him as he 
was, of course, to see me. The first 
thing that I asked Slgsbee when he 
came over the side and I want to say 
before I make this statement that Cap. 
tain Slgsbee would riot misstate any- 
thing for his commission. I do not believe 
that he is capable of stating what Is 
not true. I think In this Instance, his 
recollection is at fault, and not his 
veracity. I said to him; 'Captain, have 
you got the Dons In here?' 
"He said; 'No. They are not in here; 
I have been in very close.' He said: 
'They are not here; they are only re- 
ported here.' I said to him: 'Have any 
of the other vessels seen them, the Yale, 
or the Minneapolis?' 
He said: ;;. 'No,, 
they have not; they have assured me 
so; and upon that was the assurance 
to which I referred to when I- spoke 
of the assurance of such men as Wise,, 
and Jewell and Slgsbee. No, I do not 
believe that any of 
these men would 
misstate the facts. They did not com- 
municate verbally with me but I as-; 
sume, with the conversation with Slgs- 
bee that he was bearing to me the. as- 
surance of all of them. At the same 
time Nunez was aboard, and he and I 
had a conversation In Spanish. Among 
other things I said: 'Nunez, what do 
you think of the report that these peo- 
ple are not here?' 'Well,' he said, 'I 
don't believe that they are here at all 
because the channel Is very narrow, the 
buoys have also all been removed. We 
have to make the turn very quickly and 
the channel Is very crooked. 
If they 
had a tug or a most favorable day. per- 
fectly smooth weather, I do not say 
that they might not get in, but I do 
not believe that they are there now,' 
He said he had been piloting IB or 18 
years. We subsequently found he was 
a very expert pilot and rendered 
us 


valuable service. 
"My habit of life, not only in principal 
command of a squadron, but also in com- 
mand of a ship, was to assume the re- 
sponsibility and the danger of censure 
of any movement, but Lwas never wil- 
ling, under any circumstances, to be a 
participant in glories that I would not 
divide. That was the general principle 
upon which I acted In this matter. I did 
not call any counsel of war. . The infor-r 
matlon which these people gave me led 
! me to infer that the telegraphic Infoi'r 
matlon was a'ruse similar to that which 
telegraphed from Cadiz that the squad- 


i ron had returned to Cape Verde." 
, 


Continuing, the admiral said: "If any 
of us at any time made any; mistakes 
during the campaign of Santiago or 
elsewhere, It was In supposing that the 


I Spaniards would ever do right at the 
i right time." At this point Admiral 
I Schley described the movements of hte 
squadron about Santiago, saying that 
he 'had concluded the move east- 
ward to be unwise. "It would not have 
been wise to uncover Santiago." 
He said that their movements every 


»a»jute of the day were known in Ha- 
vana, 
"Just as we approached Santiago on 
the -'6th; the collier Merrlmac,'which 
/ma been giving.us a good 
deal of 
trouble, broke down. I determined that 
an unmanageable, collier was not u*yery 
piefeiable thing- to have With, th« Sfluad- 
lon If we met tine enemy so I flWJt.de- 
termined to *»B* her to Key .Wesjijr "" 


tho Yale. It then occurred to me that 
Jf T Kent her to Key West and she was 
taken we would - be out a collier and 
the Spanish, If they were outside, would 
be In so much coal. So I determined 
therefore on this movement to the west- 
ward, in the mc-nntlme Inquiring as to 
the coal supply of each of these ships." 


Continuing his discussion of the coal- 
Ing situation. Admiral Schley said that 
a liberal supply was necessary. The 
enemy would hot come 
toward -the 


Americans, but wouid-go In the other 
direction. Speaking of the i.'olller Mer- 
rlmac's breaking down, he said this ac- 
cident rendered coaling but of the ques- 
tion. "I don't believe any prudent com- 
mander would have attempted to send a 
ship alongside an unmdniigcablc collier 
to take on coal. Th? risk wo.iU be loo 
great. The responsibility was mine, and 
it was too great to take the chance. I 
coaled at the curliest possible moment." 
With reference' to the arrival of the 
Harvard on the 27th anil his wnfer- 
encc with Captain (now admiral Cot- 
ton) 
Admiral Schley said that hi; had 
never received the dispatch respecting: 
In positive terms the presence of the 
enemy In Santiago. "I never saw it." 
he said, with intense earnestness. "I 
never saw It,.and I am sure that Cotton 
never delivered It to me. 
If he had 
done eo It would be among my • papers 
and it would have burnt Itself Into my 
memory so that I never could have for- 
gotten it." 


Admiral Schley also referred again to 
his conversation with Captain McCalla, 
saying thnt McCalla did not testify'to 
the whole conversation and then dis- 
cussed his diMnatch to the navy depart- 
ment regarding-the disobedience of or- 
'ders. He said that as translated this 
message was essentially different from 
the dispatch as he had framed it. He 
contended that there had been no dis- 
obedience;, that he had complied with 
orders in regard to Santiago, and held 
thnt the proper translation of his dis- 
patch .would relieve him of this charge. 


At this pojnt the court adjourned. 
Washington. 
Oct. 
25.—When 
the 


Schley court of inquiry adjourned today 
Admiral Schley had not completed his 
testimony in chief. He took the stand 
about 11:30 o'clock after former wit- 
nesses had been recalled for the pur- 
pose of 'making corrections in and ad- 
ditions to their testimony, and con- 
tinued his statement until the court ad- 
journed at 3:40 p. m. This adjournment 
JO minutes In advance of the usual time 
was due to the fact .that the admiral's 
throat had become somewhat sensitive 
as a result of his continuous talking 
yesterday nnd today. He hod made 
complaint to the court of the condition 
of his throat immediately after con- 
cluding his recital of the story of the 
battle off Santiago und Admiral Dewey, 
who evidently himself had noticed the 
difficulty, responded by showing a will- 
ingness to adjourn the court. Mr. Hay- 
ner, however, expressed a desire to pro- 
ceed, saying that he had a number of 
questions which he wished to aslt and 
Admiral'Schley assented to his counsel's 
suggestion. A quarter of an hour later 
Admiral Dewey himself renewed the 
suggestion for an adjournment and all 
concerned agreeing to this proposition, 
the court adjourned until Monday at 11 
o'clock. 


The day was a notable one in the 


court. By large odds the largest crowd 
that has yet attended any ot the ses- 
sions was present and deep interest 
was manifested throughout the pro- 
ceedings. Long before the beginning of 
the morning session all the seats re- 
served for visitors in the court room 
were- occupied and the greater portion 
of the space in the rear of these seats 
was covered by men and women stand- 
ing. 
They hot only stood on the floor 


but upon window sills and tables iind 
oven the rude elevator machinery in 
that portion of the hall was covered by 
men. 
On only one occasion was there 
any effort at applause and this was 
suppressed before it had reached any 
magnitude. 
% 
The chief event of the day wus the 
admiral's relation of the. events' of July 
3 when the American fleet sent •Cei'- 
vera's squadron to the bottom of tho: 
sea or to the beach. He told his story 
of this historical occurrence in plain 
words and in unaffected style, but th,e 
narrative was straightforward and to; 
tho point, indicating close familiarity 
with all 'the phases of that event. Ho 
said that^the Brooklyn Imd for a time 
sustained the fire of all four of the 
Spanish ships and also the fire of the 
Spanish1 land batteries. Explaining the 
historical turn of his own .flagship, the 
Brooklyn, he said that he had not ap- 
proached to within less than COO yards 
of the Texas and that he never had 
considered his vessel In the least dan- 
ger. He" also stated, in response to an 
Interrogation from Mr. Kayner* that he 
had never during the battle engaged in 
any colloquy with Lieutenant Hodgson 
and that'lie had not used the expression 
attributed to him by Hodgson. This 
refers to the alleged colloquy in which 
the admiral is1 charged with having said 


D—-n the Texas." 
Admiral Schley also gave the details 


of the reconnaissance of May 31 when 
the Spanish ship Cristobal Colon was 
bombarded. In this connection he de- 
nied the statements attributed to him 
by Commander Potts, df the battleship 
Massachusetts. 
When Admiral Schley's 
narr^lve 


reached the time of the arrival of Ad- 
miral Sampson, commander-In-chief of 
the North Atlantic squadron, in »p«ak- 
Ihg of this event, and the. change in 
command which it involved he ven- 
tured upon ground which Captain Lem- 
ly considered as somewhat questionable. 
Coming to this point the witness said: 
"On June 1 Admiral Sampson arrived. 


He brought with him the New York, 
the Oregon and the 
Mayflower, 
and 


steamed down 'to the westward a little 
inside of the line of blockade. He found 
us at that time just in making the turn 
and I was on board. He was very cor- 
dial, very glad to see me, and I ex- 
plained to him the situation and the 
fact of the reconnoissance. He seemed 
to be very glad to find out the situa- 
tion there, and I pointed out to him 
the Colon lying in the entrance." 


Captain Lemly: If tho court pleases 


we are getting beyond the court's con- 
struction of the scopo of the precept. 


Admiral Dewey: As I understand, he 


is turnine the command over to the 
commander-in-chlef. I want to hear 
that. I would like to hear that part. 


Continuing Admiral Schley said: "I 


handed him a number of dispatches, 
explained to him the situation and told 
him the form of blockade that I had 
maintained and I heard no word of 
complaint from .him. In fact, in view 
of the telegram of congratulation I sup- 
posed naturally 
everything was ap- 


proved. 
Admiral Sampson's relation 


•and mine were always cordial. I never 
had any difference with him." 


Admiral Dewey: You have turned the 


command over. Now KO on. 
* "I turned the command over to Ad- 
miral Sampson, and my squadron was 
not broken up until the 18th or 19th of 
June. I was still In command of the 
flying squadron and composed the left 
half of the blockading line ut Santiago. 
Of course, I have no criticisms to of- 
fer; merely a plain, straight story to 
'tell of what Its operations were up to 
that time," . 
Mr. Rayner: May It please the court, 


we are getting to the battle, and as It 
is five minutes to 1 o'clock, could we 
take an adjournment as this point?" 
' Admiral/Dewey: Yes, the court will 
take a recess until 2 o'clock. 


When the court resumed its session 


.at 2 o'clock Captain Lemly read a writ- 
ten statement explaining discrepancies 
.In some of the dispatches referred to by 
'Admlrdr Schley in his morning testi- 
mony. The dispatches referred to coal- 
,lng and in qne ease the name "Con- 
alves" van,used \\hen It appealed the 
name "Quantanamo should ha\o been 
given. Captain Lemly also -seemed thp 
consent o^tljO court foi an adjouinment 
'until Monday, uyoldlpg D, 
'"'.on, _ , ^ 


The admiral then. at. the request of 


Mr. Rayner, stated his observation of 
suspicious .circumstances on land' and 
In the harbor nt Santiago on the even- 
ing of July 3. He said that the outlying 
Spanish land forces were at that time 
being pressed 
Into • the city bythp 


American and Insurgent forces, and he 
had noticed that several of their block- 
houses burned that evening. He had 
at the same time observed smoke com- 
ing from over Zacnpa 
hill 
nnd he 


thought the enemy was preparing for 
a sortie. Of this circumstance he had 
notified 
Admiral Sampson 
and 
he 


thought the admiral had acted upon the 
notice as the 
blockading 
line was 
moved In closer that night. He ex- 
plained why all the 
engines of the 


Brooklyn had not been coupled up. say- 
Ing this was largely because of the In- 
tense heat und also because Captain 
Cook had not considered It necessary to 
do so. 


Admiral Schley began his description 


of 
the battle of July 3,' about 2:06 


o'clock. He said the day broke fair with 
a pleasant land breeze. "After I had 
en ten my breakfast," said the admiral, 


I came up to see what could be ob- 


served with glasses. Wc.» were lying at. 
that time possibly three miles or a llt- 
tlo over from the land and I remem- 
ber to have wondered why the enemy 
permitted us to remain no close without 
firing at us. At a quarter to nine o'clock 
an orderly reported to me that a signal 
had been made by the flagship to dis- 
regard her movements and that she' 
had gone eastward. I did not, of course, 
know where she had gone." 
' 


Describing the coming out of the har- 


bor of the Spanish fleet, the witness 
said: "I was sitting on deck- on a hatch- 
way when I heard a call from the for- 
ward bridge to tell the commodore that 
the fleet is coming out. That was some 
time after the men had been called to 
quarters, about 9:35 o'clock. The ship 
was lying nt that time with her h«nd 
in toward the land In the direction of 
Cabanas, a little cove to the westward 
and one of the marking points we used 
in maintaining our position. I looked 
over the starboard side and saw the 
enemy coming out of the entrance of 
the hnrbor. I looked eastward to see 
the order of the ships. I saw the Texas 
apparently a point or more abaft the 
starboard beam. The Texas appeared 
to me to be heading on some one of 
the easterly courses. The Indiana was 
to the eastward of that position and the 
Gloucester was lying In under the land. 
The New York was out of sight and out 
of signal distance with glasses. 
I 


looked for her , In order to determine 
what my position In the action was to 
be. Of course, if the New York had 
not betn out of distance I would not 
have given or made a signal. 


"I had, in the meantime, come for- 


ward on n. little platform that I had 
had constructed around the battle tow- 
er as my position in the light. I had 
only been there a moment or two when 
Captain Cook joined me. In the mean- 
time Mr, Hodgson, who was on the up- 
per bridge, sang out something'to the 
captain about being connected up and 
all ready. He. at the same time said 
to me; 'Commodore, they are coming 
right at us.' 
'Well,' I said, 'go right 


for them,' and the helm was put aport. 
The ship was started ahead ftrf=t at half 
speed. I remember tiiat. It took her 
away very quickly and I said to Cook: 
'Here's tho signal, close in for action.' 
Then followed the signal 'Close up,' and 
the Brooklyn, ns well as all the other 
ships, charged In tor the entrance ac- 
C9rdlng to the original plan. We all 
moved directly for the head of the col- 
umn, 
the Idea being to arrest and knock 


tbfni to pieces as they came on. 


"\Ve continued on our course for 10 


or 12 minutes,-' he said, "und I'saw all 
the ships of our fleet closing in; One 
thousand yards is the limit of effective 
loi'pedor .range and as we were ap- 
proaching about that distance, I men- 
tloncdcte&rhethinff of that sort to Cap- 
talnl,;a4nj1c 'nt the sam'e time, say- 
InSgjMjifm, 'Much will depend upon this 
sniptpflny.' Cook.replled that we would 
s66ff:j'fle':Ay!tliIn the cross-fire .of tho 
9htfB/3 saw Lieutenant Simpson's first 
shot'and then I saw the first vessel In 
this.Span'Sh?' line take a rank sheer to 
the;wesv\yHrfl, leaving the Viscaya corii- 
irlB-'.st^yght on. Then the latter also 
'tiirned'^tp the westward. It was now 
apparent that the original plans of the 
Spaniards had fulled and were now en- 
tering upon the second phase and that 
their' new disposition would control 
their subsequent course. Cnptnln Cook 
now gave tho order to port the helm. 
If he had not done so I should in a 
minute and 1 said to him 'Is your helm 
aportV and he replied 'It Is aport,' or 
'hard aport,' I think the latter." 


.Cqmlng'to the turn of the Brooklyn. 


Admiral Schley, speaking steadily and 
clearly and never hesitating for a word, 
said that ho had never seen a ship turn 
more steadily. 
"The turn," he said, 


"was absolutely continuous: there was 
-no easing of the helm nnd I never saw 
the starboard side of the Texas. I am 
sure we were never nearer that vessel 
than 600 yards. We were so distant 
that I never had any thought of danger 
In connection with the Texas." 


He said the closest range given was 


1,100 yards. 
"We were so close," he 


went on, "that'I remember I could see 
men on the Spanish ships running be- 
tween the superstructure; I could even 
see the daylight between their legs. 


"During th*; turn Lieutenant Com- 
mander Hodgson very properly made 
th» observation that we should 'look 
out for the Texas,' hut tfere was never 
any colloquy% between us—never any 
colloquy 
of ' any character between 


Hodgson and myself, first because he 
was too good an officer 
to have so 


transgressed, and second, because if he 
had undertaken to do so I should have 
reprimanded htm. That incident Is fic- 
tion; It npver occurred." 
' 


At this point the admiral said the 


leading one of the Spanish ships was 
on the Brooklyn's starboard bow and 
that not only all of the enemy's ships 
but the .forts as well were firing ap- 
parently at the Brooklyn, "at that mo- 
ment, and the next five minutes were 
the most serious of the combat." he 
said, and told how the jets of water 
were seen on all sides, and how deafen- 
ing the noise of the guns was. 


"The roar of bur projectiles," he said, 


"was such as can only be heard once, 
und once heard, can never be forgot- 
ten. 
All 
four of the Spanish ves- 


sels were firing on the Brooklyn nnd 
none of^the .Spanish vessels at that 
time showed any injury. Then 
the 


thought passed through my mind that 
they might get away, and I feared we 
should have most of the fight, as I had 
not thought up to that time that the 
battleships would 
bo . effective in a 


chase, I said to Cook that we would 
'Stay with this crew.'" 


Telling of the coming up of the Ore. 


gon during the chase, Admiral Schley 
said he had never before realised that 
such rapid fire wus possible as was 
emitted from these two vessels. Both 
looked to him, he said, like sheets of 
flame. 


When the Maria Teresa went ashore 
the admiral said ho had 
Instructed 


Captain Cook to notify'the men below 
nnd 'to keep them' Informed of the prog- 
ress of events. "They can't see what Is 
being done," he said to Cook, "and they 
want to know." The captain had 
obeyed this Injunction and the messages 
were received with cheers from below. 
Describing the going ashore of the 
Spanish ships in succession, he said he 
knew the following American ships 
would take core of them and protect 
the Spaniards against the insurgents, 
and the fire of their own ships. As the 
battle proceeded at this time the ad- 
miral said he wus \eiy anxious about 
the laiiRe, us he did not want; the 
Teiesa and" the Viscaya to set beyond 
lange "I feaied the ships \\ete guln- 
Kue and asked 1,111s, who la vqiy- qxpe»t

At 
this point-.the.aclrrtirni paid his tribute 
to Bills,';whqi ine saldi In the magnifi- 
cent perfonnanbe of his duty, had lost 
h.ls life. His voice lowered as he spoke 
gentlj- of the shocking sight -whorl the 
sailor was decapitated by a shell which 
splattered his brains and blood upoh 
the deck.

before she Went ashore. As she turned he 
distinctly saw the effect of a shot which 
then' entered her < bow, whereupon she 
wheeled back and headed for the shore. 
As :she did "so. he saw her raked fore-i 
and utt by1 a big shell and she listed so 
far over that he thought she might turn 
turtle. "I signaled the Texas to look 
out for her but received no answer," 
Admiral Schley testified. "The Texas 
was too far buck, probably. I remarked 
at the time, 'It does not matter. Philip 
Is always sensible.-: He needs no in- 
structions/ " 


Speaking then of the effect ot the 


Spanish fire on, the Brooklyn; he said 
it was so heavy that all the rigging of 
the Brooklyn had been cut; r even the 
ipeed cones had been shot away, one of 
hem nearly striking him as he stood 
on the-bridge. After the Viscaya hauled 
down her colors' the chase of the Colon 
continued. 


She steered In shore and appeared to 
be following the contour of the 'coast. 
He -thought she was looking for a fiott 
place to go ashore, but she kept on. 
She was then out of range and he told. 
Cook to have the men come up and get 
a breath of fresh air and something to 
eat. He himself went Into the conning 
tower and sang out to those below 
through the tube that all hands except 
one had gone ashore and that he would 
depend upon them to get her. 
There 
was much jubilation among the men he 
said, but the Brooklyn's motion seemed 
slow and heavy and the admiral said 
he directed Captain Cook to make an 
examination. The result was the dis- 
covery that a water tight compartment 
was full. It was at first thought that 
there had been an injury, to the ship 
belqjv the water line. After that, how- 
eVer, the speed . of the 
Brooklyn in- 


creased. She was kept straight for Tor- 
qulno-point on theory that the Colon, 
to get away, would have to pass that 
point. He ordered extra ammunition

The Colon was gradually overhauled 


and he. signaled the Oregon to try one 
of her 13-Inch guns.

At 12:50 both the 
Oregon and the Brooklyn opened, the 
former with her 13-inch and the latter 
with • her 8-inch guns. The shell from 
one of the 13-inch ,guns he distinctly 
saw fall beyond the Colon-nnd also one 
of the 8-Inch guns. Suddenly the Colon 
turned her nose Inshore, fired a. gun to 
leeward and hauled down her flag. 


The admiral said lie at once signaled 


the enemy hud surrendered. He men- 
tioned the fact that there was difficulty 
in getting a boat out to board thd Colon. 
"We steamed Into a position I 'should 
say of a. thousand yards. .1 remember 
distinctly Captain Cook asking me if 
he should slow up.

I could'see the mastd of 
two. I could see only, the -smoke of 
the third one. When

started for the Colon after the surren- 
der, he said to me, 'Commodore, what 
are the terms of surrender?'. Isaid to him 
'Unconditional. These are matters the 
commander-ln-chlef 
mustr>-arrange.1 


About 2:30 o'clock: the New York came 
up. I made signals to her. When she 
came up'I made the signal to her that 
it wus a glorious day for our-country. 
As soon as possible I went on board to 
puy my respects to the commander-in- 
chief. 
I reported substantially what 


had occurred. While talking with the 
officers of the New York the chaplain 
of the ship came up to me and said: 
'Commodore, your work is not over yet. 
The Resolute has just arrived and re- 
anil the admiral wants to see you.' I 
found Captain .Clark with . the coni- 
muner-in-chief. I -made some sugges- 
tion to him about hoisting the flag on 
the Colon and said'to him that I was 
prepared, if he had not come up, to 
have sent a force of fitly or sixty men 
on board to take possession and avoid 
anything like 'monkeying' with her. 


''When. he mentioned to me to take 
the Oregon nnd go eastward to 
meet 


this ship, I must say I felt some lit- 
tle delight because I thought that after 
tho admirable work of the squadron on 
that day and the part of the Oregon and 
the Brooklyn had In It, that there was 
not anything that carried the Spanish 
colors that we should hesitate to meet," 


The witness then told of starting for 


the supposed Spanish ship, having made 
signals to the Oregon to follow the flag. 
He told of meeting the Vixen and 
being, informed that tne Spanish ship 
was the Pelayo. The witness then- de- 
scribed the overhauling of the stranger, 
which proved to bean Austrian cruiser. 
The admiral then told of returning 


to^the fleet and taking position before 
Santiago.

After Admiral Schley had completed 


his account of the battle of July 3, he

Unmistakable 
truces of gold have been noon In the 
vicinity of this mountain and parts at 
it thut wore sont to Pueblo Indicate a 
run of }7BO to the ton. votaries Protcxter, 
u Frenchman, who bus located tho Lono 
Star claim, has mudo the mast remarkable 
discovery yet recorder. His claim la lo- 
catml not fur from Cemetery hill. It Is 
readily reached with tho aid of horses 
and burros and the location la given as in 
section 11, township 23. range 68. Prac- 
| tlcally all the land in the vicinity of 
Protester's claim was taken up by Beu- 
lah people as soon as his discovery was 
announced. During the last two days 
Pueblo parties have located almost all 
of the northern slope. Notices are to be 
seen all over the north side of the hog 
back, and there la being little effort 
made to prospect, tho occupation of locat- 
ing claims being predominant. Beulah 
people are reticent In regard to tho dis- 
coveries, but there Is a general feeling 
that no definite results havo as yet been 
obtained,- W. B. Townscnd, proprietor of 
the Antlers hotel in Beulah, an old pros- 
pector, who has a man working for him 
in the mountains near Beulah, said: "1 
do not care, to glva an opinion as yet, be- 
cauea I.have.not been fully advised oC 
'the strike, but Protexter is a reliable man, 
as far as I know, and I would not be a 
great deal surprised if all the reports 
of the strike are true. There is good 
mineral about here, there la no doubt 
about that, but Just how much, Is still 
something ot a question, I do not be- 
lieve in making- sensational reports on the 
matter as yet, neither do I believe in de- 
crying- It.

Denver, Oct. 29.—The attorneys for 


tho state won their flrst decisive vic- 
tory In tho revenue suit this morning, 
when tho state supreme court handed 
down the decision to the onect that 
Judge Dlxon of Pueblo had no power 
to issue an injunction restraining tha 
state board of assessors from sending 
out the assessment rolls as provided bj 
law. The decision was over tho wrll 
of prohibition recently asked for by 
the attorneys for the state prohibiting 
Judge Dlxon from Interfering with tho 
work and 'the writ of prohibition will 
issue as prayed." Judge Dlxon is or- 
dered to dissolve his temporary Injunc- 
tion against tho board and to disrates 
the action in which It was Issued. 


In the contempt matter, the two 


members of tho court now acting worg 
disagreed and the decision will not be 
reached until Chief Justice Campbell 
returns 
from 
Europe when he will 


have thn deciding voice as to whether 
the attorney general and assessors are 
In contempt of the supreme court or 
not. Judge Stoolo held that they wore 
not in contempt of either Judge Dlxon 
or the supreme court for sending out 
the assessment rolls, because Judge 
Dixon had no authority to iatmo the 
Injunction; while Judge Gahbert held 
that while Judge Dlxon was without 
authority and while they woro not in 
contempt of his court, yet they were 
in contempt of the supremo court In 
that they had Bout tho rolls out after 
the latter court had practically warned 
them 
against 
doing so. 
If judge 


Campbell holds that there was no con- 
tempt, then the only thing that remains 
to be cited Is the constitutionality 
of tho revenue law Itself. 
Today's 


opinion does not foreshadow what the 
decision will be as to the bill's con- 
stitutionality only to the extent tnat 
It holds that the state board ot as- 
sessors is a constitutional body. Tha 
Injunction before Judge Dixon waj 
asked for on the grounds that tho 
state board of assessors waa not s 
constitutional body and therefore couM 
not assess the corporate property. To. 
day' decision orders that Injunction 
dissolved, and in that it may be said 
to foreshadow ono of tho questions In- 
volved regarding tho const Hut tonality 
of the bill. 


Another question arises and that Is 


this: if Judge Campbell holds that tho 
assessors are in contempt of the su- 
preme court, will that court order the 
assessment rolls returned to the Btata 
house, and would that affect the work- 
ing of the law, inasmuch as tho roll 
lias already been extended by the sev- 
eral county assessors and their tax 
schedules are 
practically complete? 


The attorney general will hold that If 
the rolls arc ordered returned, they 
win have served tholr purpose and 
their effect will not be changed. 


Your correspondent has It on the bolt 


authority that this phase of tue ques- 
tion will be obviated by the assessors 
meeting again and sending out dupli- 
cate rolls. 
This can be done now 


without being in contempt of Judge 
Dixon or the supreme court either 
from the fact that the supremo court 
held today that Judge Dlxon was pow- 
erless la the matter, if this la done, 
and the supreme court, when Judge. 
Campbell returns, orders tho original 
rolls returned, the county assessors 
would still have their rolls In the form

Obser 
vattona made In the hailed out district 
show that the effect was a slight re 
ductlon in tonnage and probably a littl 
lower in .sugar content,, but it is fully 
demonstrated that hail hurts a bee 
crop less than any other crop raised i:

The wagons 
used are of special construction, with 
ilnged sides. They are driven up the 
ncllne onto a tilting platform, the 
lorses standing on the solid roadway. 
Chains are fastened to hooks on either 
side of the wagon-bed, the side bolts are 
dra>n, and the man at the windless 
:hen lowers the platform to an angle of 
45 degrees, dumping the entire load in- 
s.tantly into the chute over the car be- 
fore the horses have time to get their 
curiosity aroused. The whole operation 
of weighing and unloading under this 
system does not require more than five 
minutes. 


The shipments of beets from Lamar 
at present.average four carloads a day, 
and from the whole county the dally 
shipments amount to about 12 cars, The 
beet .sugar company has a perfect 
method of handling the harvested crop. 
Each grower'is notified a week in ad- 
vance to ship a specified amount of 
beets on a.certain date, and his ship- 
ment will be received only at that time. 
There is no promlscous shipping, but 
everything Is done by system. If the 
grower fails to have his' consignment 
ready on the date fixed by the company, 
he .must wait until a new date is given 
him.

GERMAN JEALOUSY OF 


UNITED STATES. 


(By Associated Press Exclusively to the 


Gazette In Colorado Springs.) 


Berlin, Oct. 20.—The Panamerlcan 


congress at the City of Mexico has 
caused much press discussion here, the 
general tone of which Is belittling and 
skeptical oC its success. It Is inter- 
preted as being a scheme of the United 
States to Increase its influence over 
Latin America. An alliance between 
the United States and the latter is re- 
garded as chimerical owing to tho rad- 
ical differences, tho only connection be- 
tween them being 
pronounced to b,e 


merely geographical. 


"Therefore," saya tho Berlin Neuate 


Nachnchten, "Panamerlcanlsm Is more 
lacking in a practical basis than Pan- 
slavism." 


The paper continues: 
"The Panamerlcan Idea is solely cup- 


able of development upon the basis of 
the subjection of all America to the 
hegemony of the United States. The 
republics of Anglo Saxon and Latin 
America differ so greatly respecting 
territorial conditions and the composi- 
tion of the populations that a closer 
union Is only conceivable upon the pre- 
supposition of a decisive predominance 
of the United States." 
Dr. Hans Wagner discusses the sub- 


ject at length In Der Tag. He says the 
Monroe doctrine no longer means Amer- 
ica for Americans, but for North Amer- 
icans. Dr. Wagner hopes for an inter- 
national commission which will prepare 
a. well merited grave for tho Monroe 
phrase. 
The Cologne Volks Zeltung calls this 


Eutoplan and also regards Dr. Wagner 
as being wrong in thinking President 
Eoosevelt intends to adopt a harsher 
policy toward Great Britain since the 
latter has already conceded all that the 
United States wants. 


Tho Cologne Volks Zeltung refers to 
alleged attempts in American newspa- 
pers to create an anti-German senti- 
ment by the assertion that Germany 
wants to establish colonies In South 
America, admitting that the Panamer- 
lcan newspapers have given abundant 
cause therefor. The paper classifies the 
whole idea as being among the most 
splendid castles built in the air. Tho 
Cologne Volks Zeltune also says it will 
be one hundred to one that suspicions 
will be cast upon Germany's policy be- 
cause she has decided to establish an 
information bureau in Berlin for emi- 
grants under the management of an 
official who was formerly ». German 
consul In South America. 


Colonial affairs and the establishment 


of the emigration bureau have been 
widely discussed during the -week. The 
object of the bureau is to guide German 
emigration into the colonies, but the 
press is largely skeptical of Its success. 


Prof. Hans Meyer, who has traveled 


In the colonies, recently wrote a series 
of articles for the Tagellcho Rundschau, 
arguing in favor of a radical change in 
the system of governing the colonies. 
He lays the government must abandon 
tho centralization which at Berlin holds 
tho colonies in bonds claiming It Is bet- 
ter ,to.give tliem.self-government and 
to abolish the imperial appropriations 
for the colonies except In the case of 


providing for troops -UK! naval stations 
for their protection. 


The Colonial Zeltung, orgun of the 


colonial bureau and the colonial secre- 
tary, rejects Professor Meyer'a plans, 
which it says would Injure the colonies 
Immensely. 


Tho Frelsinnlge Zeitung points to the 


fact that self-government IB Impossible 
for German Bast Africa since there are 
only 286 Germans there. 


The Tagellche Hundschau assorli 


that the present system of government 
from Berlin has not satisfied the frtemh 
of the colonies and that Germans who 
live in Africa aro affected by the colo- 
nial pessimism. The paper adds thai 
the; present state of things cannot bt 
improved 
by 
festivities, 
patriotic 


speeches and the circulation of litera- 
ture. 


The Frelsinnlge Zeltung Indorses the 


above remarks, but says the fault is 
not with the system of government, but 
in the fact that these African colonies, 
except in quite unimportant districts, 
arc wholly worthless and cannot bo im- 
proved by any sort of recipe.

Principles, according to the Democratic idea, arc political 


capital—trading material which may serve a useful purpose, 
nud may bo sold, traded or given away as occasion serves. 


No Democrat was ever miserly in the disposition of his politi- 


cal principles, and that is one reason why the party has to get a 
new set every four years. 


But to get back to the candidates. 
The Democratic office seeker knows a good thing when he 


6':cs it and is willing to stay with it. • 


There's Layden, for instance, who came to Colorado Springs 


to live some years ago because the Populists of Cripple Creek 
gave him a job at the county seat Two years later he was a 
candidate" for re-election and pulled through on account of per- 
sonal pledges and support that had nothing to do with general 
politics. Now he is a candidate again and he will no doubt keep 
on being a candidate so long as his party is willing to subscribe 
lo his own belief, that .no one but Matt Layden can. pull the 
assessor's office for the Democrats in El Paso county. 


And there's Hubbahl, who is a candidate for re-election aa 


judge of the county'court and for roappointment as clerk of the 
county clerk, also,' Just at present Judge-Clerk Hubbard is kept 
b.isy explaining-to his numerous friends that the law permits 
him to hold both these offices. Probably it does, for we have not 
yet fallen'so low in this county that a "judge of the county court 
vill willfully and deliberately violate the law, even though he 
lu a Populist. But whatever may be the letter of tho law, its 
obvious purpose was to permit the judges to act as clerks only 
in the smaller counties, In such for instance as those for which 
i! is provided that the county judge shall receive at least $500 


i> year salary. It is an old law that gives judges power to serve 
us their own clerks, while the newer law provides that In counties 
of the first'class (Arapahoe) the judge shall receive a salary of 
so.OOO. and shall be allowed a further sum of ?3,000 for his chief 
clerk, while in counties of the second class (El Paso and Pueblo) 
lie shall receive a salary ot J5.000, but the compensation of the 
<lerk and other employes shall be a charge .upon the county, 
j ulge and shall be paid out of the salary allowed him and not 
otherwise. Judges of the counties of the fifth class are allowed 
only $1,200' and it 'Is further provided that the county commis- 
sioners, as.jthe salary of the judges js paid put of fees collected 
in the clerk's office, shall pay the judges enough from the county- 
tunsurjr to.make a total salary of ?500 per annum. And It is 
further pr;b.vfded-thrat fudges of -'the third, fourth and '.fifth-class' 
counties may practice law while In office, while those of the first 
and second;class toay:not do so. Evidently the provision that, 
judges may serve as their own clerks was one of those Intended 
lo help ;ou.t the judges of the smaller counties and it .was not 
i". I ended to be used as an excuse for a judge of one of .the leading 
counties of the state to hold two offices. 


The mere fact that Judge-Clerk Hubbard finds It necessary 


to explain that :hls acts are not a violation of the law is itself a 
sufficient proof that the act is not one that commends itself to 
tho general sentiment o£ his associates. 


One more evidence of the ability ot the Democratic office 


holder to take everything that comes his way. 


One ot the bills passed by the late fusion legislature was 


what is known as the reapportionment bill. The object ot this 
bill was to distribute the senators and representatives in the 
state legislature among the various counties. The object ot the 
fusion majority in the late legislature was to do this in such a 
way as to disfranchise Republican counties by making districts 
so that the Democratic majority in one county would offset and 
smother the Republican majority In another. 
El Paso county, 


for Instance, was not considered to be worthy of a representative 
or a senator in the legislature, although this county was and Is 
first In enterprise, second lu wealth and influence in the state, 
and third in population. Because El Paso was known to be a 
P.c-publican county, the fusion legislature deliberately set to work 
to disfranchise it and to arrange matters so that if this county 
did' have a senator or representative, he would belong to'.' the 
minority party, and would be chosen for the El Paso Democrats 
Ly a convention In which the majority ot the delegates were from 
tlie Cripple Creek district. The Cripple Creek Democrats might, 
.'f they chose to do so, select a Democrat from El Paso county 
to sit in the legislature, but the fusion majority in the legislature 
intended to pass a law that would shut out all Republicans of 
ttis county from the legislature, and make it an impossibility for 
the majority of our citizens to be represented there, and that 
fusion majority did pass a law under which no El Paso county 
"Dt.mocrat can serve either as representative or senator, until 
he shall have first obtained tho approval and permission ot the 
Democrats of Cripple Creek.

ILLIAM M'KINLET had a vision so far beyond 
most other public men that we at times must 
marvel at his wisdom, as well as at the political 
Skill by which he wrought out his designs. 


Une who can foresee events and yet lias not the capacity 
to assist in bringing them about, or take advantage of 
them, benefits the world but little. Those who believe 
that reciprocity as advocated \>y Mr. McKinley, or ag Mr. 
Roosevelt ivlll probably construe it, means an abandon- 
ment of the principle of the tariff, will find himself very 
much mistaken.

Deliberation waa one of Mr. McKinley's strong 
points. 
He never moved prematurely, and he 


never failed to move in time and successfully. 


When the Maine was destroyed there was the 


loudest demand for an Immediate declaration of 
war. 
Probably no man saw more clearly that 


war was coming, but few could know so well as 
the president that the'country was not at the 
moment prepared for war even with a power like 
. 
Spain. And so he took his own time. He con- 
ferred with friends. Ho argued with the impa- 
tient. He alienated a few men, who In their great 
heat conceived the idea that he wag refusing to 
look the situation in the face. All the time, how- 
ever, he was cleaving the deck for action. When 
all was ready he announced ready, and the war 
was over in 90 days. Tho president had known 
when to strike better than many of his advisers. 


Mr. McKinley had listened for many years to 


arguments about free trade, and freer trade; and 
reciprocity, and all that. He was told that pro- 
tection was a hindrance and not a help in the 
development o£ a nation's material resources. 
Lower the tariff bars and let everybody with stuff 
to sell come in on their own terms, and we should 
presently have the greatest country oh earth. 
Keep np the bars, nnd we should make little if 
any progress. Mr. McKinley was not convinced. 
He knew the country was not prepared for any 
tampering with the bars at all. He therefore 
continued to advocate protection, knowing full 
well that in time it would lead up to freer trade 
through the medium ot reciprocity. It was his 
good fortune to live to see that day dawn, and it 
•was characteristic'of the man to speak out as 
soon aa, he was convinced that the country was 


. ready for the fray. 


How well ho would have led us Into the new 


field had he lived we may linow from the success- 
ful way In which he led us in past engagements. 


What we have now to do is to push on In the 


direction that he marked out. Wo have assur- 
ance from him in his parting message that we 
are ready for the movement. Many of our in- 
dustries uro firmly established, and our general 
manufacturing output is so large that new mar- 
kets, and sales of Increased size in old markets, 
• are essential to our national prosperity.

He was u 


scholar of much learning for that ago as well as a patrol 
of learning. 
Alfred founded or Improved the British 


navy, he built schools and founded libraries, compile 
a code of laws and reformed the administration of jus 
tice. He Is recognized as the wisest and greatest of the 
English kings, and well deserves the encomium of th 
historian Freeman who says: 


"A saint without superstition, a scholar without oaten 


tgtlon, a conqueror whose hands were never stained wit 
cruelty, a. prince never cast down by adversity, neve 
lifted up to insolence in the day of triumph."

THE BANKING TRUSTS. 


NE OF the most interesting addresses before the 
American. Bankers association at the Milwaukee 
meeting was that of Mr. Charles H. Phillips, who 
spoke on banking trust companies. 
The New 


ark Post comments" on. his address^ as follows: 


Mr. Phillips devoted most of his address to a 


discussion of the way in which the functions per- 
formed In this country liy trust companies are 
fulfilled abroad. The real interest in his remarks 
lies in their Implications, since they serve to 
point out what peculiar' conditions on this side 
of the Atlantic have brought about the rapid 
growth of this class of Institutions. In Germany, - 
Austria, and elsewhere the furnishing of long- 
time loans is a part of the work of the mortgage 
banks, which not only supply agricultural credit, 
but perform also such functions as the receipt, 
exchange and distribution of securities in cases 
of organization, reorganization and consolidation 
of companies. They supply time loans to city bor- 
rowers, as well as to farmers. Again, In niimer- 
ous foreign countries, and particularly in Ffance, 
municipal bodies like boards of trade and cham- 
bers'of commerce, take charge of trusts arising 
out of casfes of ^bankruptcy, receivership and 
liquidation: Bitt it may be seen from what Mr. 
Phillips says that there is no country where the 
services performed by trust companies are HO 
expedltlously and,conveniently rendered In all of 
tn.eir aspects as in America. Mr. Phillips' paper 
is thus another tribute to what has been many 
times noticed—the ability of our commercial pub- 
lic to adjust Itself to conditions, and to evolve 
automatically those institutions which are else- 
where the outcome of elaborate legal enactment.

The father, the mother, 
the slater, the brother, the uncle and 
mnt were there, perhaps the wife a 
Republican, the husband a Democrat, 
the father a Republican and the son 'a 
Populist, but they were all there. 


'Under the constitution of Colorado 
a woman has an equal right with a man 
n every particular, and what I wit- 
nessed that day in my travels opened 
my eyes to the necessity of giving-the 
women a chance in Pennsylvania. I am 
sorry that in the convention of the so- 
called Union party today they did not 
Incorporate In their resolutions a plank 
fronting the franchise to women In 
the great commonwealth of Pennsyl- 
vania. If they had the right to vote, I 
do not believe that you would be called 
here tonight to regulate the affairs of 
the city of Philadelphia, 


"No better state exists 'in the union 


;han those where the woman has a right 
to vote. We nave three of them (four) 
end we ought to have more.

requisites of a well equipped 
laboratory. A professor at chem- 
istry of more than national re- 


pute proudly extolled a newly erected 
structure which he had planned for 
laboratory work—"It Is best arranged 
for light and ventilation of any build- 
Ing of Its kind In the country." 
Sn 
writes 
an 
authority on household 


economics. 
His words have often been recalled 


by the striking contrast tn these condi- 
tions apparent in most home labora- 
tories; In other words by the dark, Ill- 
ventilated quarters wherein are pro- 
pared the products on which family life 
and well-being depend. Few house- 
keepers think of their kitchens as labor- 
atories, but considering tha chemical 
processes and experiments which go 
forward therein, they arc entitled to 
the more scientific name. 
"Kitchen" Bounds commonplace, hum- 
drum, prosaic, even vulgar to many 
women who In mijBt respects arc nrac- 
ticul und sensible. 
This uttltude of 


infnd may explain why womon »H a 
class nre so Indifferent to the location, 
construction, arrangement and furnish- 
ing of the homo laboratory. The rela- 
tion oC food to life, mid Its wholesome 
preparation havo been so little i-onBUI- 
ered in the past, that the effect of un- 
sanitary conditions upon It has been too 
lightly regarded. 
Until unhappy ex- 


perlenoe. shown 1)10 evils of defective 
ventilation and Insufficient llRht, many 
are Indifferent to the needs of tho 
kltrhen In these respects. 
Ot all rooniH In the house, the func- 


tions of the kitchen arc moat essential 
to thfi family welfare, yet who, in rent- 
ins or planning a 
house, thinks of 


ohuQulnE that tho home laboratory may 
bo well lighted In all kinds of weather, 
perfect In ventilation and roomy enough 
to permit necessary household labor to 
be done without roasting the cook as 
well aa tho meat; or so contrived that 
wearisome steps and needless fntljruo 
rnny b« avoided. Hindering confusion 
and vitiated atmosphere so constantly 
fuuml In kitchens are responsible for 
rnuah of tho Irritability and sharp tem- 
per HO commonly attributed to cookH.

ever.'and supposed, when I nailed for 
this country, that he was going to re- 
cover without question. While I was 
on the water his death occurred."
